Buy the full amount of yarn at one time 
to avoid variations in dyelots. 

Two No. 10 and two No. 6 BEEHIVE 
or MILWARD DISC needles, mea- 
sured by BEEHIVE gauge. 4 buttons. 
Length of ribbon. 


How to check your tension 

Before you knit this design check your 

tension carefully. 

Take a pair of No. 6 needles, cast on 10 
stitciies and work in stocking stitch — 1 
row knit; 1 rov purl — for 14 rows. 
Cast off ; press lightly on wrong side. 

The tension should be 10 sts. and 14 
rows to 2 in. and the finished square 
should measure 2 in. each way. 

If the square is bigger your work is too 
loose; try a size finer needle. If it is 




smaller your work is too tight; try a 
size larger needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension in 
stocking stitch, you will knit naturally 
to the correct tension for any stitch in 
this booklet. 

If you alter the needles to obtain the 
correct tension in stocking stitch, cor- 
responding alterations must be made 
to the needles throughout. 

Patt. Tension 

10 sts. and 16 rows to 2 in. on No. 6 
needles. 

This garment has been specially designed 
for the size given and it is regretted 
that no adaptations are available. 

Abbreviations 

K. — knit; P. = purl; st. = stitch; y.fwd. 
= yarn forward; y.r.n. = yarn round 
needle; tog. = together; t.b.l. = through 
back of loops; rep. *= repeat ; patt.* 
pattern; in.* inches; cm* centimetres. 

M.l*make 1 stitch by picking up 
horizontal loop lying before next stitch 
and working into back of it. 

FRONT AND BACKS 

(Worked in one piece to armhole 
division.) 

With No. 6 needles, cast on 239 sts. 
and K. 4 rows. 

Work in patt. as follows: — 

1st row — (Wrong side), P. 

2nd row — * (K.l, y.fwd.) 3 times, 
(K.2 tog.t.b.l.) 3 times, (K.2 tog.) 3 
times, (y.fwd., K.l) twice, y.fwd., rep. 
from * to last st., K.l. 

3rd row — K. 

4th row — K. 

Rep. last 4 rows until work measures 
approx. 6 in., ending with 3rd patt. row. 

Divide for Left Back as follows : — 

Next row — K.60, turn and leave re- 
maining sts. on a spare needle. 

Keeping continuity of patt., work a 
further 8 rows in patt. on these 60 sts. 
Next row— (P.2 tog.) 8 times, (P.3 tog.) 
9 times, (P.2 tog.) 8 times, P.l (26 sts.). 
Break yarn and slip sts. on a length of 
yarn. 
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With right side facing, rejoin yam to 
remaining sts., K.119, turn and leave 
remaining sts. on spare needle. 

Keeping continuity of patt.. work a 
further 8 rows in patt. on these 1 19 sts. 
for Front. 

Next row — (P.2 tog.) 22 times. (P.3 
tog.) 11 times, (P.2 tog.) 21 times (54 
sts.). 

Break yarn and slip sts. on a length of 
yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 
remaining 60 sts. and work a further 9 
rows in patt. for Right Back. 

Next row — P.1, (P.2 tog.) 8 times, 
(P.3 tog.) 9 times, (P.2 tog.) 8 times 
(26 sts.). 

Break yarn and slip sts. on a length of 
yarn. 

SLEEVES 

With No. 10 needles, cast on 37 sts. 
and K. 2 rows. 

Next row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

Next row — K. 

Next row — K.2, (M.l, K.l) 33 times, 
K.2 (70 sts.). 

Change to No. 6 needles and work in 
patt. as follows: — 

1st row — (Right side). K. 

2nd row — P. 

3rd row— K.l, * (K.2 tog.) 3 times, 
(y.fwd., K.l) 5 times, y.fwd., (K.2 
tog.t.b.l.) 3 times, rep. from * to last 
st.,K.l. 

4th row — K. 

Rep. last 4 rows until work measures 
approx. 5i in., ending with 4th patt. 
row. 

Place a marker at each end of last row. 
Work a further 9 rows in patt. 

Next row— P.l, (P.2 tog.) 34 times, 
P.l (36 sts.). 

Break yarn and slip sts. on a length of 
yarn. 

YOKE 

With right side facing and No. 10 
needles, slip sts. on left-hand needle 
as follows : first 26 sts. of Right 
Back, then 36 sts. of 1st Sleeve. 54 sts. 
of Front, 36 sts. of 2nd Sleeve and 
finally 26 sts. of Left Back ( 1 78 sts.). 
Next row — K.3, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
K.l, rep. from * to last st.. K. 1 . 

Next row — K. 

Shape Yoke as follows : — 

1st row— K.l, K.2 tog., * K.2, K.2 tog., 
rep. from • to last 3 sts., K.l, K.2 tog. 
(133 sts.). 

2nd row — K. 

3rd row — K.5, (K.2 tog., K.9) 11 times, 
K.2 tog., K. to end (121 sts.). 

K. 7 rows. 

11th row— K.5, (K.2 tog., K.8) 11 
times, K.2 tog., K. to end (109 sts.). 
K. 7 rows. 



19th row — K.4, (K.2 tog., K.7) 11 

times, K.2 tog., K. to end (97 sts.). 
K. 5 rows. 

25th row — K.4, (K.2 tog., K.6) 11 

times, K.2 tog., K. to end (85 sts.). 
K 3 rows. 

29th row — K.3, (K.2 tog., K.5) 11 

times, K.2 tog., K. to end (73 sts.). 
K. 3 rows. 

33rd row— K.3, (K.2 tog., K.4) 11 

times, K.2 tog., K. to end (61 sts.). 

K. 2 rows. Cast off knitways. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

With wrong side of work facing, block 
each piece by pinning out round edges, 
and omitting Yoke, press lightly fol- 
lowing instructions on the ball band, 
taking care not to spoil the pattern. 
Using a flat seam for garter stitch and a 
fine back-stitch seam for remainder, 
join sleeve seams to marked points, 
then join remainder to Main Part. 

Left Back Bolder: With No. 10 needles, 
cast on 4 sts. and noting 1st row is 



wrong side, work in garter stitch (every 
row K.) until Border fits up left back 
edge when slightly stretched. 

Cast off. 

Sew Border neatly in position. 

Right Back Border: Work as for Left 
Back Border with the addition of 4 but- 
tonholes, 1st to come level with start of 
Yoke, 4th i in. below top and remain- 
der spaced evenly. 

First mark position of buttons on 
Left Back with pins to ensure even 
spacing, then work buttonholes to 
correspond. 

To make a buttonhole: (Right side 
facing), K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2. Thread 
a length of ribbon through holes on 
each side of Yoke. 

Turn in ends of ribbon at back and 
catch to Main Part. 

Tie in a bow at centre front. 

Thread a length of ribbon through 
cuffs and tie in a bow. 

Press seams. 

Sew on buttons.

FRONT 

With No. 6 needles, cast on 116 sts. 
and K. 3 rows. 

Work in patt. as follows: — 

1st row— (Right side), K.6, * y.fwd., 
y.r.n., K.l, y.fwd., (y.r.n.) twice, K.l, 
y.fwd., (y.r.n.) 3 times, K.l, y.fwd., 
(y.r.n.) twice, K.l, y.fwd., y.r.n., K.6, 
rep. from * to end. 

2nd row— K., dropping all loops made 
on previous row. 

3rd row — K. 

4th row — K. 



5th row—* K.l, y.fwd., y.r.n., K.l, 
y.fwd., (y.r.n.) twice, K.l, y.fwd., 
(y.r.n.) 3 times, K.l, y.fwd., (y.r.n.) 
twice, K.l, y.fwd., y.r.n., K.5, rep. from 
* to last 6 sts., K.l, y.fwd., y.r.n., 
K.l, y.fwd., (y.r.n.) twice, K.l, y.fwd., 
(y.r.n.) 3 times, K.l, y.fwd., (y.r.n.) 
twice, K.l, y.fwd., y.r.n., K.l. 

6th to 8th row — As 2nd to 4th row. 
These 8 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt. until Front measures 
6 in., ending with right side facing for 
next row. 

Place a marker at each end of last row. 
Continue in patt. for approx. 2 in., 
ending with 3rd or 7th row of patt. ** 
Next row — (K.2 tog.) 23 times, (K.3 
tog.) 8 times, (K.2 tog.) 23 times (54 
sts.). 

Break yarn and slip sts. on a length of 
yarn. 

LEFT BACK 

With No. 6 needles, cast on 56 sts. and 
K. 3 rows. 

Work as for Front from ** to **. 
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Next row — (K.2 tog.) 11 times, (K.3 
tog.) 4 times, (K.2 tog.) 11 times (26 
sts.). 

Break yam and slip sts. on a length of 
yarn. 

RIGHT BACK 

Work as for Left Back. 



SLEEVES 

With No. 10 needles, cast on 37 sts. 
and K. 2 rows. 

Next row — K.l, ♦ y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

Next row — K. 

Next row— K.4, (M.l, K.l) 29 times, 
K.4(66sts.). 



Change to No. 6 needles and work in 
patt. as for Front until Sleeve seam 
measures approx. 5} in., ending with 
same patt. row as on Front at markers. 
Place a marker at each end of last row.

Continue in patt. for approx. 2 in., 2 
ending with 3rd or 7th row of patt. “ 

Next row — K.3, (K.2 tog.) 30 times, 

K.3 (36 sts.). 1 

Break yarn and slip sts. on a length of

YOKE 

Work as for Yoke of Angel Top, page 2. 5 

TO MAKE UP 

Block and press as for Make Up of 6 
Angel Top, page 2. 

Using a fiat seam, join side and sleeve 
seams to markers, then join extra rows I — 
of sleeves to extra rows on Front and 
Backs. 

Finish as for Angel Top, page 2
